•Son  Sann  and  Khieu  Samphan.  The  plan  calls  for  a  tv/o  stage 
withdrav/al  of  Vietnamese  troops  from  Cambodia,  the 
installation  of  a  four-party  government  that  v7ould  include 
Heng  Samrin-  and  U - N .  -supervi sed  elections.  The  proposal 
marks  t.he  first  time  the  three  partners  agree  on  a  means 
to  for  negotiated  settlement  to  the  Cambodian  conflict.

ANS  general  Duong  Khiem-  having  ^ust  returned  from  the 
Cambodian  interior,  discloses  that  his  troops  have 
received  assistance  from  villagers  as  v;eil  as  troops  from 
the  Heng  Samrin  army.  The  P.RK  soldiers  explained  to  ANS 
troops  t.hat  they  did  not  want  anything  to  do  with  the 
Khmer  Rouge  or  the  Vietnamese  but  v/anted  to  support  Prince 
Sihanouk.  Khiem  is  critical  of  the  Khm-er  Roucre  v/ho  he  savs 
created  many  more  proplems  tor  him  than  the  Vietnamese  and 
were  a  constant  source  of  harassment.

In  a  lengthy  article,  Jacques  Bekaiert  examines  the 
prospects  ot  the  Cambodian  resistance  stating  that  China 
is  not  amused  at  the  dissidence  in  the  KPNLF  and-  although 
the  Chinese  may  have  tev;  illusions  as  to  the  military 
capabilities  of  the  KPNLF  and  the  ANS -  they  seriously 
support  the  political  roles  ot  Prince  Sihanouk  and  Son 
Sann  and  v/ant  no  changes  at  the  top.  The  ANS  have  problems 
or  a  different  sort  because  no  one  v/ould  think  of  forming 
a  dissident  taction  or  asking  Prince  Sihanouk  to  retire. 
Their  problems  center  around  waging  political  vs?artare  and 
controlling  funds.  The  Khmer  Rouge-  on  the  other  hand-  he 
concludes-  seem  to  be  doing  well.  He  believes  that  many  of 
the  victories  reported  over  the  Voice  of  Democratic 
Kampuchea  are  not  entirely  propaganda.

The  author  v/rites  that  in  the  Cambodian  situation  the 
politicians  cannot  be  separated  from  the  military. 
particularly  in  the  Khm.or  Rouge,  which  is  very  much  a 
political  army.  Most  independent  observers  are  convinced 
that  the  P’hmer  Rouge  are  doing  quite  v/ell  in  Cambodia  and 
the  reassuring  propaganda  they  spread  among  villagers  is 
backed  by  their  presence  and  their  apparent  capacity  to 
build  parallel  forms  ot  political  control.
